HANDLING PRINCETON 
OPURTS ANNOUNCED 


Object Is to Bring About 
Greater Cooperation Be- 
tween Faculty, Alumni and 
Undergraduates

_ PRINCETON, N. J. — A general re- 
©rganization of Princeton's athletic ad- 
ministrative powers, including the abol- 
ishment of the office of athletic director, 
until two weeks ago held by W. W. 
Roper, and the graduate advisory com- 
gnittee, which has up to this time exer- 
cised general supervision over Princeton's 
competitive athletics has been effected. 
Though this move has been contemplated 
for some time the announcement of it 
was not made public until the plans of 
reorganization were completed this week. 
The object of the change is to bring 
pbout greater cooperation between the 
university authorities, the alumni, and 
the undergraduates in the regulation and 
control of athletics. 

The revised constitution establishes 
the Princeton University Athletic As- 
pociation, consisting of the board of con- 
trol of nine members and the senior, 
junior and sophomore classes of the 
hiniversity. The government of the as- 
sociation is vested in a board of con- 
trol, which is made up of three alumni 
members, to be appointed by the grad- 
uate council for a period of three years 
each, three members of the faculty com- 
mittee on outdoor sports, to be selected 
by that committee, and three undergrad- 
uate members appointed by the under- 
graduate athletic committee, each to 
serve one vear. One of the faculty mem- 
bers is to be chairman of this board of 
control. 

The board of control is to have charge 
of the management the several 
branches of athletics represented in the 
association, the making up and approval 
of schedules, the control of finances, the 
mnaintenance and control of the property 
ot the association, selection of

braries supported not by the state, city 
or town, as at present, but by the coun- 
ty, with a central -clearing house and 
branches at every postoflice, town hall, | 
school or other center of community life. 
--lnder this plan, many sections of the 
country which at present have no li- 
braries will be enabled to establish ‘them. 
If a given county has 
large enough to support a_ library 
aided, the county library plan will en- 
able all the communities to club their 
resources by levying a county tax for

Such an outcome was 
inevitable, and its damaging 
effect on honest business has 
been unfortunate. 

The first corrective step has 
been to eliminate the dishonest 
advertiser. This problem is a 
big one; but the flagrant de- 
ceiver removed from adver- 
tising columns is the most 
important step in the right 
direction. Good progress has 
been made in the past five 
years toward cleaning up the 
advertising situation and of 
course the greatest help has 
come from the sincere pub- 
lishers and editors. Many 
of them have eliminated cer- 
tain classes of objectionable 
advertising, some have cone 
more or less in various direc- 
tions to better conditions, and 
a few have come out flat- 
footed against accepting any 
advertising that will not bear 
the closest scrutiny. 

This newspaper is glad to 
be numbered among that few, 
and is goiig to keep right on 
doing all it can both by ex- 
ample and precept to bring to 
advertising the dignity and 
power which lies behind well- 
directed, honest and truthful 
use of printer's ink.

LINCOLN TOWER 


Among the American visitors who 
throng London each summer there are 
few who know that in South London 
there is a memorial to Abraham Lincoln. 
It is a gracefu¥ tower and spire attached 
to Christ chureh, an independent non- 
conformist church, in Southwark. 

Over the entrance are the words. 
“Lincoln Tower.” A large stone tablet 
inside records, among other things, that 
the tower “was built in commemoration 
of the abolition of slavery effected by 
President Lincoln, and as a tokep of in- 
ternational brotherhood.” One of the two 
large rooms in the tower is named for 
Washington. 

When first erected, and before the 
smoke of London had blended all in uni- 
form blackness, there could be seen on 
the spire of the tower stars and stripes 
in red and white stone. 


The Lineoln tower was inaugurated 


July 4, 1876. The newspapers of the time 


were crowded with accounts of the great 
centennial celebration, so that it is not 
strange that the ceremony of opening the 
tower was overlooked. |

NEW ENESCO WORK AT SYMPHONY 

The Boston Symphony Orchestra, Max 
Fiedler, conductor, gave its sixteenth 
program at Symphony hall Friaay after. 
noon, with the solo assistance of the 
German soprano, Miss Elena Gerhardt. 
The works presented were well con- 
trasted and held the interest of the au- 
dience to the close most effectually, A 
novelty stood at the end of the program, 
Enesco’s rhapsodie roumaine.

RAILROAD LOWERS 
RATES ON MEAT 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok. — Complying 
with an order of the interstate commerce 
commission relative to live stock rates 
in the Southwest, the Katy lites rec ently 
announced sweeping reductions in the 
charges on fresh meats and packing house 
products. 

The rate on packing house products 
from Oklahoma City to Kansas City is 
reduced from 53c to 17e per 100 pounds 
and on fresh meats from 53¢ to 26¢. 
The St. Louis rate is lowered from 53¢ 
to 3544c on packing house products and 
from S3e to 44'4c on fresh meats. To 
Fast St. Louis the rate is reduced from 
28%4,c¢ on packing house products to 27%ec 
and from 31',c to 28'%4c on fresh meats. 

The Ft. Worth rate to Kansas City 
is reduced from 60c to 2le on packing 
house products and from 60¢ to 32%e 
on fresh meats.

HAT the American workman is the 
highest paid workman in the world 


~ fs ome fact, that the cost of living is 


= 


‘elsewhere, as statistics show, 


higher in America than elsewhere is 
another. But if the American must pay 
$1.50 for food and rental that cost $1.00 
he never- 
theless has, according to the figures, $2.30 
wherewith to meet the demand. 

In other words, the wages are pro- 
portionately a great deal more than the 
difference. in living-cost, and therefore 
the troubles of American laboring folk 


-must be sought elsewhere than in the 


high cost of living, so the argument runs. 

A writer in the World Today, sets 
these things forth and then goes on to 
state squarely that the national lack of 
thrift is what makes all. the trouble, 
high and low. The savings banks are a 
good index of the life of the people in- 
dustrially. In France the deposits in 


savings banks are perhaps four times as 


great as the amount paid to laborers, 
showing that the people live on the land 
more than by wage earning, and are 
prosperous therefore. In Germany the 
wages and the savings are about equal. 
In England the savings are small in pro- 
_portion to the wages paid, but in the 
United States they are almost infinitesi- 


mally small. 


All these facts force the conclusion, so 
this writer finds, that the American at- 
titude toward things is one of prodigality 


en 


and wastefulness, and that only by learn- 
ing to spend his money to the best ad- 
vantage will the problem before the 
American workman be solved. From the 
folk who mortgage their homes to buy 
an automobile (and this is not @-mere 
newspaper joke) to the family that buys” 
a plush photograph album with the un- 
expected gift of money instead of put- 
ting it in the savings bank, the fault of 
American life is extravagance, a failure 
to exercise wisdom in outlay. 

Now another element in this problem 
would also to be the fact that 
foreign populations seem to get their 
pleasures at less cost. They take more 
advantage of art galleries and museums, 
for instance, and in walking and games 
or in merely being out of doors, in 
listening to free musical programs. The 
American crowd on a holiday spends 
money, and even if it is only a penny 
here for sweets or a dime there for a 
street car trip, the expenditure in the 
aggregate represents for many a family 
the difference between financial inde- 
pendence and debt.

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SOME EARLY JAPANESE BOOKS 
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ESCRIBING a remarkable collection 
of oriental books in Chicago the 
Record-Herald says: 

Among the Japanese prints and books 
is an early print, the Tse Monogatari, 
which was printed in 1608, the first il- 
lustrated book published in Japan. It 
is a romance of the tenth century. An- 
other notable work is “Illustrations of 
Agriculture and Weaving,” printed in 
Japan before 1676, after a Chinese edi- 
tion of 1210. The illustrations represent 
the best in early Chinese wood engraving 
and show the influence of Japanese ar- 
tists in the tendency toward correct per- 
spective. 

The collection likewise contains Jap- 
anese books on>art-industrial patterns, 
which are of great value to designers. 
Modern Japanese color printing is rep- 
resented by excellent specimens, among 
them -reproductions of the old paintings: 
“A paaeng Woman,” “Girl Play ying Ww ith 
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@ Cat” and “The Budda Samantab- 
hadra.” ‘The last mentioned is a color 
print-reproduction of a painting by an 
unknown artist the tenth century 
and it required 83 blocks to carry out 
its color scheme. Another series of col- 
ored plates represents the work of the 
great artist, Ogata Korin (1661-1716), 
who first employed gold and silver pow- 
der in color work. One striking manu- 
script of date 41804 illustrates with 18 
water color sketches the different stayes 
in the donning of armor-by a Samurai 
warrior.

Whistler in Decoration 


Whistler’s first and second houses were 
in Lindsey row, Chelsea. Contemporary 
photographs show what some of the 
rooms were like, but a better record is in 
his work. When he went to the first 
house, in .1863, his interest in Japanese 
art was at its height, and he filled his 
rooms with screens and lacquer, arranged 
his blue and white on shelves, and hung 
prints, fans, kakemonos and pYates on his 
walls, beautifully, with a sense of color 
and pattern. It was, however,a scheme 
of decoration that he soon abandoned,

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It is not out of character for Macaulay 
to introduce this Greek imitation; the 
peetry of the Roman poets themselves 
was influenced both by Greek models 
and the Grecian spirit. Rerhaps we like 
the purely Roman strain better; the 
poems that are distinctively Roman are 
of higher literary character than those 
where the Greek element prevails, but 
to distinguish belongs to the sensitive 
and intuitive intelligence, rather than to 
any result of explanation. 

There is one important fact to be 
explained, however. The “Lays of 
Ancient Rome” are supposed to be 
strictly traditional. They belong to the 
period of history of which we know the 
least in Roman history; only a few 
names, only a few events, in a mass of 
unreliable chronicle, have come down to 
history authorized as veritable. 
caulay supposes the Romans to have had 
an early ballad poetry, in which these 
traditions were handed down, in_pop- 
ular song, a8 in other nations. It is on 
that supposition that he has composed 
his “Lays.” Now, in that case, the 
ballad poetry of early Rome would be 
strictly Roman; it would be in the lan- 
guage and expression of the people them- 
selves; the influence of Greek style and 
eulture would be absent, because this 
poetry would antedate its study. 

early Roman ballads were lost,

but Macaulay, understanding the balled 
character, entered into the spirit of the 
history of the time, and wrote his folk 
tales as they might have been written 
in the early days of Rome. His art was 
that he understood how to go deeper 
than form, deeper even than national 
character, and find the universal quali- 
ties from which ballad literature sprang, 
whatever the nation it belonged to, 
“the universal sameness of tone, of inci- 
dent, of legend, of primitive politica! for- 
mulae, which the Scotch ballad pos- 
sesses in common with the ballads of 
Greece, of France, of Provence, of Por- 
tugal, of Denmark and of Italy.” (Quo- 
ted. from Encyclopedia Britannica, in 
“Old English Ballads and Folk Songs,” 
by Professor Armes.) Without these 
universal qualities, Macaulay’s “Lays,” 
or any other lays, would be imitations, 
without true ring; but, possessing 
these, they are worthy of their name.

CONFLICTING reports concerning business 
conditions throughout the world reflect an 
unsettled situation and commercial irreg- 
ularity everywhere. Notwithstanding _ the 
disturbed political conditions and, threats of 
further labor troubles abroad, business in 
Europe is better relatively than it 1s in the 
United States. Activity in commercial lines 
abroad is calling for enormous amounts of

America’s idle funds. Demands for the 
products of the United States by other countries continue large, and 
the foreign trade of many corporations is a great help in keeping 
business alive in this country. 

An important lesson which the manufacturing interests of the 
United States are learning during this period of comparative busi- 
ness quietude is the great advantage to be gained by building up a 
demand for their products in foreign markets. In various countries 
the United States is scarcely represented in a business way, while 
England, Germany and France have practically a fmonopoly of the 
trade. This is not due to the quality of goods sold, but to the fact 
that the manufacturers of this country have been so well satisfied 
with what they are able to do in the domestic market they have not 
felt the necessity for reaching out beyond America’s borders for 
more business. Now that the capacity of many corporations 1s 
employed to the extent of only 50 to 80 per cent their managements 
are beginning to exert greater effort than ever toward obtaining a 
foreign outlet for their products. Strange as it may appear, this 
country always has made more decided progress in periods of busi- 
ness depression than in times of booming trade; and the exertion 
now being put forth to increase its commerce with other nations of 
the world is only one instance of how substantial advancement 1s 
made in dull tintes. The economies that are being put into effect 
and the greater efficiency of corporation management will be of per- 
manent advantage to the country’s industrial growth. 

There is much new financing to be done by the railroads and 
other institutions, and one or two large bond issues were announced 
this week. With the plethora of money and the certainty that it 
is bound to seek investment the present seems a most propitious time 
for bond flotations. In the opinion of many investors prices of stocks 
are too high, and they are leaving the stock market severely alone. 
That they have been buying bonds is evident from the activity dis- 
played in the bond market since the first of the year. Last month 
witnessed the heaviest January business since the year 1905, with 
one exception, that of 1909. 

Reports of railway earnings show a change in conditions from 
a year ago. As a general thing, western roads a year ago were 
enjoying much better earnings than those of the East. Now, the 
reverse is generally true. Eastern systems which a year ago appar- 
ently had difficulty in paying dividends are now making a much 
better showing, due in large part to greater operating efficiency. 
Managements of western roads state that it has been many years 
since they have had to contend with such severe weather conditions 
as prevailed this winter. Smaller earnings bear witness to the truth 
of this statement. However, there has been an easing up of condi- 
tions lately, and spring traffic is expected to be good.

‘For a variety of reasons attention of 
late has been steadily concentrating on meth 
ods of administration of the patent office in 


Washington and the ethics of the system of 
monopoly which the nation created when it grafted on to the 
American governmental scheme the principle that lies at the basis 
of patent rights. At the time it was done, of course, there was no 
adequate conception of the extent to which the economical evolution 
of the nation would affect either popular standards of right or wrong 
or governmental policies. The expectation was that reward of talent 
or genius, conferred by a patent monopoly, would go to the excep- 
tional individual and to his natural heirs. ~ That artificial persons 
might in the course of time come to manipulate and control the 
situation was not reckoned with. That monopolies of a trading and 
manufacturing sort might add unto themselves the state-granted 
monopoly of a patent right and use it for anti-social ends was not 
contemplated either. 

These reflections are prompted by the interesting and significant 
fact that President Taft now has before him a petition of the 
Inventors Guild, asking that he give careful study to the present 
working of the patent laws of the country and of the office in 
Washington, and that he press upon Congress such reforms as must 
appear worthy in the light of such an investigation. The Inventors 
Guild is not an organization that can be ignored or belittled. Edison 
is active in it, and he supports it in its present course. So do some 
of the best known and most highly compensated of our mechanical 
geniuses, as well as the rank and file. + ie is their charge? In 
brief this: That instead of inventors being aided and profiting by 
the patent laws as now administered they are robbed and discouraged 
in further inventiveness. Moreover, they face the fact that the great 
industrial combinations do not stimulate, but rather discourage, 
inventions that may cause expensive immediate changes in plant and 
process. Consequently they either by litigation endeavor to defeat 
granting of patents, or when that fails purchase possession of the 
patent right for the sake Of stifling it.~The state, in creating the 
patent system and establishing a personal monopoly for the inventor, 
expected that society at large was to profit by this rewarding of 
ingenuity and insight. It is not getting what it anticipated or what 
it.has a right to exact if it 1s to continue to concede the monopoly. 
For a generation the telegraph service of the United States was far 
inferior to what it might have beén had the Western Union Com- 
pany used the inventions that it owned but never operated. 
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Mayor SHANK of Indianapolis would like to be Governor of 
Indiana, but here, again, he will have to do something to overcome 
the middleman. ; :

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THE annual report of a superintendent of 
schools who has 770,243 pupils under his 
care, with a correspondingly large staff of 
teachers, deserves attention. Superintend- 
ent Maxwell of New Yerk city evidently 
is in somewhat.of a “stand:pat” mood. A 
concentration of problems to be faced and 
solved during the period, including produc- 
tion.of data for an expert investigation. of 
the school system by Professor Hanus of 
Harvard, has left the veteran leader and this staff in a frame of mind 
where he prefers relative repose for a season. He wants teachers 
and officers to be free during the current year for their legitimate 
work, and he wants time to watch the results of experinients already 
ordered before others are forced upon him. No doubt this executive 
is justified in his present point of view. Heé of all men must be con- 
cerned with conditions that recently led the Journal of Education to 
remark that it was*to be feared that the investigation of the New 
York school system would turn out to be a fizzle. 

Of the nineteen recommendations made by Superintendent 
Maxwell for the current year the most portentous change urged 1s 
that of abolition of the evening schools of the conventional type and 
substitution of continuation schools after the German type, to be 
held in the early morning and late afternoon, and thus to give 
workers, juvenile or adult, desirous of instruction in elementary 
courses & chance to combine toil and study under conditions far more 
favorable to morals and general well-being than exist with evening 
schools. Supplementary legislation, of course, would be necessary to 
effect this change and to make it conformable to conditions of labor 
in shops and factories. But once brought to pass:it must increase 
the number of workers who use the schools and raise their morale 
and wage-earning efficiency.

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THE extent to which the early Spaniards in 
America indulged in art for art's sake is at 
best guesswork, but there is ground for 
believing that when the throne of Spain 
established its vice-royalties in the conquered

lands of South America the colonial rulers 
|. surrounded themselves with somewhat of the 
|| luxury to which they had been accustomed 
| at home. The Latin instinct takes such keen 
— notice of the beautiful in nature and in the 
handicrafts that it would have been little less than remarkable if the 
“masters” of the period had not included among their patrons 
members of the nobility chosen to represent Spanish sovereignty in 
the supposed El Doradg of the western world. And when the gold 
of the Incas of Peru, for instance, had enriched the governors and 
their following, it 1s more than likely that the pupils of Velasquez, 
of Murillo or the masters in the art themselves became beneficiaries 
to the extent of finding the early Spanish-Americans among their 
best customers. 

It is no doubt a tact that many of the great paintings which 
at one time must have come to South America were returned to 
Europe, where now, perhaps, they adorn the one or other public or 
private gallery. But other equally valuable canvases must have 
remained behind. The troublesome events which occupied the 
South American countries during the transition from monarchy 
to republicanism naturally left less room for the fullest appreciation 
of art. But here and there, within the last few years, there has been 
established satisfactory evidence that paintings dating back to the 
period that proved the golden age tor Spanish art are in the pos- 
session of some South Americans who are unable themselves to 
understand their intrinsic value. And -with this much for guidance, 
it is said, an American financier who is no less an art connoisseur 
than a banker has sent an expert to the southern continent to secure 
the coveted treasures. 

Speculation is rife as to what national pride will say to offers 
regarding the disposal of Latin-American masterpieces of Spanish 
origin. Nor is it at all to be taken for granted that South America 
has no art critics sufficiently astute to see that no untoward bargain 
is struck. Furthermore, the quest of the American collector may 
recall to the art-loving people themselves the necessity for conserv- 
ing their artistic heirlooms. With South America advancing etluca- 
tionally and commercially there seems to be no reason why the old 
masters now on the ground should not remain as nuclei for art‘ 
galleries of international consequence.

An instance of what we have in mind took place a few days 
since, when the mayor of a city in New York state made a speech 
wherein he is-reported to have said: “| talked at Harvard today, a 
privileged institution, like all colleges.” A statement like this is a 
very pretty example of what Mr. Chesterton ealls broad statement by 
parenthesis. “Like all colleges'—there is nothing more to be, said 
except that the hundreds of colleges in the United States are full 
fed on privilege and by insinyation are enennes to the common weal. 

On the other hand, not very long ago a man of affairs said in 
an assembly of other men of affairs that colleges taught a great 
many things that they should not. Among these being, if we are 
right, a certain irreverent attitude toward. property. Now, if these 
two statements be compared, a distinct conflict at once appears 
between them. The first speaker evidently objects to Harvard as 
not sharing his views on certain social. questions, while the second 
objects because it has a tendency to share those views. These con- 
trasting criticisms speak tor theniselves so far as they betray an 


ignorance of the subject matter and an absténtion from efforts at 
finding the facts. To a Harvard man it will be news that colleges 
are privileged institutions any more than many that perform a 
necessary and vital work in the world, Harvard is no exception to 
this-rule; without doubt an examination of the books of other col- 
leges would show something much like what Harvard shows, ‘that 
the figures are that one man in three or three and a half in the 
whole university is working his way in whole or in part. This sort 
ot thing does not spell privilege. :

The Recorder, after referring to the well- 

known disposition of state boards of health - 

to represent established medical schools and Medicine 
to extend their own authority as fast and 

as tar as laws can be made to permit the a 
enlargement, pointed to the fact that the members of these boards 
are not disinterested with respect ta) authority which thev exercise. 
Here is a fact of vast significance. It is contrarv to the gents 
of modern institutions for the exercise of official authoritv to be 
coupled with a pronounced self-interest or class interest. Particu- 
larly must this be true where law does not closely define the power 
but leaves much to the discretion of the officer. And if, besides this, 
there be conterred the power to make rules having the force or effect 
ot laws, as well as the power to administer them, the most distinct 
lessons of history are disregarded. 

The legislative power is the one which free peoples have been 
most caretul to preserve. In conferring of it upon representatives, 
the people of free countries have been watchful against delegating 
ii to many law-making bodies; with a single exception the legisla- 
tive power has never been delegated to other ofhcers than those who 
are directly elected by and responsible to the people. This single 
and anomalous exception has sometimes been made, improvidently, 
in favor of boards of health. 

Again,.the people of free countries have as a rule placed the 
power to make laws, and the power to administer, execute, or enforce 
them, in different hands. Distribution of the powers of government 
among distinct departments,~and their exereise by different per- 
sons, is a fundamental principle of free government. The violation 
of this principle tends 1n every case to result in a government of men 
instead ot law. Yet in spite of the teachings of history the mistake 
3s sometimes made of giving to boards of health the combined powers 
of making rules which amount to laws and of interpreting and execu- 
ting the same. 

low has this anomaly come to pass? For what reasons has the 
legislative power been delegated to non-elective boards of health? 
What has been the occasion tor conterring on them the combined 
‘egislative, semi-judicial and executive powers of government? Why 
has it not been observed that the members of these boards have often 
shown a disposition to grasp more and more authority and to be 
prompted by self-interest or class interest, and that they are there- 
fore’ peculiarly unht to be recipients of these extraordinary powers ? 

There are two circumstances which are most prominent in this 
regard. First, the activity and persistence of a portion of the medical 
profession in their efforts to obtain legislation; an activity which 
lately has been much increased as material medicine has fallen into 
disuse and the output of medical graduates has multiplied. Jt may 


be remarked here, parenthetically, that “preventive medicine’ is> 


nothing new. Speaking of the period immediately after the formation 
of the United States (1784-1790) Professor McMaster says, “It is 
not too much to say that more medicine was then taken every year 
by the well than is now taken in the same space of time by the sick” 


(“History of the People of the United States,” vol. [., page 30). 


The second circumstance just referred to is the claim, maintained 
with more or less acceptance, that the course of instruction obtained 
from the regular schools of medicine vests in their graduates the 
right and authority to supervise and to regulate the conduct of the 
common people for the benetit of their health. For example, a bill 
introduced into Congress the other day speaks ot “the laitv”’ as if 
there were a medical hierarchy which was to be recognized by law. 
The aim and goal of those who are back Of most so-called health 


legislation is the union of medicine aml state, with compulsory 


acceptance by the people of the theories of the regular schools of 
medicine and with the graduates thereof upon the public pay-rolls. 

The union of church and state in. modern times was based 
(and still rests where it exists) upon a similar claim. State religion 
and state medicine consist alike in the defining by law of what shall 
be considered knowledge and the repressing by law of effective dis- 
sent. A hierarchy as the repository of this knowledge goes with state 
religion as it would with state medicine. 

Compared with such a measure a more suitable means of turning 
back the wheels of progress cannot be tmaginetl Where it has been 
applied to religion, true religion has been best represented by dis- 
senters; the same would undoubtedly come to pass in the case of 
medicine. The attempt of humar-law to define knowledge would be 
ignorant, and what it would tend to promote would be ignorance. 
Actual knowledge 1s incapable of being circumseribed by any human 
contrivance; and the wisest statesman is the one who best under- 
stands why it is that now we’know in part, seeing as through a glass 
darkly. Human knowledge has been mainly promoted by those, to use 
the words of John Fiske, “who are bold and bright enough to do 
their own thinking and earnest enough to talk abouttit to others.” 

[t\is greatly to the credit of the medical profession as a whole 
that many of its members have no sympathy with the efforts to obtain 
state medicine. The Monitor is glad to make this acknowledgment, 
and hopes that the voices of this minority may be oftener heard in 
protest against the measures advocated by the other element. A 
Board of Registration in Medicine ought not to become a Board 
of Medical Monopoly.
